“Both parties conscientiously car 
ried out this agreement with the ex- 
ception of a few bandits who later 
mostly surrendered or teft the coun- 
try. President Diaz appointed Brig. 
Gen. Frank R. McCoy, United States 
army, president of the election board, 
which included also one member of 
each political party. 

“A free and fair election has been 
held and has worked out so success-

Our en- 
tire influence is in behalf of their in- 
dependence, Cuba stands as’a witness 
to our adherence to this principle. 
“The position of this government 
relative to the limitation of armaments, 
the results already secured, and the 


idevelopments up to the present time

Relations with Mexico. 

Our relations with Mexico are on a 
more satisfactory basis than at any 
time since their revolution. Many mis- 
understandings have been resolved and 
the most frank and friendly negotia- 
tions promise a final adjustment of 
all unsettled questions. It is exceed- 
igly gratifying that Ambassador Mor- 
row has been able to bring our two 
neighboring countries, which have so 
many interests in common, to a posi- 
tion of confidence in each other and 
of respect for mutual sovereign rights. 

Situation in China. , 

The situation-in China which a few 
months ago was so threatening ag to 
call for the dispatch of a large addi- 
tional force has been much composed. 
The Nationalist government has é¢s- 
tablished itself over the country and 
promulgated a new organic law an- 
nouncing a program intended to pro- 
mote the political and economic wel- 
fare of the people. We have recog: 
nized this government, encouraged its 
progress and have negotiated a treaty 
restoring to China complete tariff au- 


against discriminations. Our trade in 
that quarter is increasing and our 
forces are being reduced. 


PEACE TREATY. 


Pact Signed by 15 Nations Has 
Been Laid Before Senate. 


“One of the most important treaties 
ever laid before the senate of the 


fifteen nations recently signed at Paris, 

and to which forty-four other na- 

tions have declared their intention to 

adhere renouncing war as a national 

policy and agreeing to resort only to 

means for the adjustment of 
ternational differences. 

“It is the most solemn déclaration 
against war, the most positive ad- 
herence to peace that it is possible 
for sovereign ns to make. _ It 
does not supe our inalienable 
sovereign right and duty’ of national 
defense or undertake to commit us 
before the event to any mode of ac-’ 
tion which the congress might decide 
to be wise if ever the treaty should 
be broken. But it is a new standard 
in the world around which can rally 
the infcrmed and enlightened opinion 
of nations to prevent their govern- 
ments from being forced into hostile 
action by the temporary outbreak of 
international animosities. The observ- 
ance of this covenant, so simple and 
so etraightforward, promises more for 
the peace of the world than any other 
ever negotiated among the

edent, and the results have been far 
reaching. For years a service pension 
has been granted to the Grand Army 
and lately to the survivors of the. 
Spanish-American war. At the time 
we entered the world war, however, 
congress departed from the usual pen- 
sion followed by our govern: 
ment. Eleven years have elapsed since 
our laws were first enacted, ee 
a system of compensation, rehabilita-

“The administration of all the laws 
concerning relief has been a dificult 
task, but it can safely be stated that 
these measures have omitted nothing 
in thelr desire to deal generously and 
humanely.

“ Annual expenditures for all forms 
of veterans’ relief now approximate 765 
millions, and are increasing from year 
to year. It is doubtful if the peak of 
expenditures will be reached even un- 
der present legislation for some time 
yet to come. Further amendments to 
the existing law will be suggested by 
the American Legion, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United States,

World War, and other like organiza- 
tions, and it may be necessary for ad- 
ministrative purposes, or \in order to 
remove some existing inequalities in 
the present law, to make further 
changes.

AGRICULTURE. 


General Purchasing Power of 
Farm Products Has Advanced. 


“The past year has been marked by |" 


notable though not uniform improve 
ment in agriculture. The pur- 
chasing power of farm products and 
the volume of production have ad- 
vanced. This means not only further 
progress in overcoming the,price dis- 
parity into which agriculture was 
plunged in 1920-21, but also increased 


“| efficiency on the part of farmers and a 


well grounded confidence in the future 
of agriculture. 

“The livestock industry has at- 
tained the best balance for many 
years and is prospering conspicuously. 
Dairymen, beef producers, and poul- 
trymen are receiving substantially 
larger returns than last year. Cotton, 
although lower in price than at this 
time last year, was produced in great- 
er volume, and the prospect for cotton 
incomes is favorable. But progress is 
never uniform in a vast and highly 
diversified agriculture or industry. 

“Cash grains, hay, tobacco, and po- 
tatoes will bring somewhat smaller 
returns this year than last. Present 
l{ndications are, however, that the 
gross farm income will be somewhat 
larger than in the crop year 1927-'28, 
when the total was $12,253,000,000. 
The figure for 1926-'27 
was $12,127,000,000, and in 1925-'26, 
$12,670,000,000. Still better results 
would have been secured this year 
had there not been an undue increase 
in the production of certain crops. 
This ig particularly true of potatoes, 
which have sold at an unremunerative 
price, or @t a loss, as a direct result 

Tells Farmers to Help Selves. . 

“The present status agricufture, 
although greatly mens over that 
of a few years ago, the need 
of further improvement, which calls 
for determined effort of farmers them- 
selves, encouraged and assisted by 
wise public policy.

In addition, the funds paid to 
the states for experimentation pur- 
poses under the Purnell act constitute 
an annual increase in federa] pay- 
ments to state agricultural experiment 
stations of $2,400,000 over the amount 
appropriated in 1921. The program of 
support for research may wisely be 
continued and expanded. Since 1921

“While these developments in fun- 
damental research, regulation, and dis- 
sernination of agricultural information 
are of distinct help to agriculture, ad- 
ditional effort ig needed.

As em- 
phasized in my last message, the gov- 
ernment should assume no responsibil- 
ity in normal times for crop surplus 
clearly due to overextended acreage. 

“The government should, however, 
provide reliable information as a guide

action as a substitute for private 
initiative, should be avoided. 

“The government should aid in pro- 
}moting orderly marketing and in han- 
dling surpluses clearly due to weather 
and seasonal conditions. As a begin- 
ning there should be created a federal 
farm board consisting of able and ex- 
perienced men empowered to advise 
producers’ associations in establishing 
central agencies or stabilization cor- 
porations to handle surpluses, to seek 
more economical means of meéfchan- 
diaing, and to aid the producer in se- 
curing returns according to the quality 
of his product. 

“A revolving loan fund should be 
provided for the necessary financing 
until these agencies shall have devel- 
oped means of financing their ra- 
tions through regularly constituted 
credit institutions. Such a bfll shdéuld 
carry authority for raising thé money, 
by loans or otherwise, necessary to 
meet the expense, as the treasury has 
no surplus. | 

“ Agriculture has lagged behind in 
achieving that unity of effort which 
modern economic life demands, The 
co6perative movement, which is gradu- 
ally building the needed organization, 
is in harmony with public interest and 
therefore merits public encouragement. 
Responsibility of States. 
.“ Important phases of public policy 
related to agriculture Ne within. the 
sphere of the states, While successive 
reductions in federal taxes have re- 
lieved moet farmers of direct taxes to 
the national government, state and 
loca] levies have become a serious bur- 
den.

No action of the national government 
has been so beneficial to our shipping. 
The cost is being absorbed to a con- 
siderable extent by the disposal of un- 
profitable lines operated by the ship- 
ping board, for which the new law 
has made a market. Meanwhile it 
should be our policy to maintain nec- 
essary strategic lines under the gov- 
ernment operation until they can be 
transferred to private capital. 


INTER-AMERICAN ROAD. 


U.. S. Should Encourage Read 
_ Building to Principal Points. 


“In my. message last year I ex- 


pressed the view that we should lend 


our encouragement for more good 
roads to all the principal points on 
this hemisphere south of the Rio 
Grande My view has not changed.

COLORADO RIVER. 


Dam Should Be Built, but Rights 
of State Must be Protected. 


‘‘ For several years the congress has 
considered the erection of a dam on 
the Colorado river for flood control, 
irrigation and domestic water pur- 
poses, all of which may properly be 
considered ag government functions. 
There would be an incidental creation 
of water power which could be used 
for generating electricity. As private 
enterprise can very well fill this field, 
there js no need for the government 
to go into it. It is unfortunate that 
the states interested in this water 
have been unable to agree among 
themselves. Nevertheless, any legis- 
lation should give every possible safe- 
guard to the present and -prospective 
rights of each of them. 

“The congress will have before it the 
detailed report of a special board ap- 
pointed to consider the engineerir¢ 
and economic feasibility of this proj- 
ect. From the short summary which ' 
I have seen of it, I judge they con- 
sider the engineering problems can 
be met at somewhat increased cost 
over previous estimates. They prefer 
the Black canyon site. On the eco- 
nomic features they are not so clear 
and appear to base their conclusions 
on many conditions, which cannot be 
established with certainty. So far as 


mary, their conclusions appear suffi- 
ciently favorable, so that I feel war- 
ranted in recommending a measure 
which will protect the rights of the 
states, discharge the necessary gov- 
ernment functions, and leave the elec- 
trical field to private enterprise.

Favors Bill to Lease Property 
for Production of Nitrates. 


“The development of other methods 
of producing nitrates will probably 
tender this plant less important for 
that purpose than formerly. But we 
| have it, and I am told it still provides 
2 practical method of making nitrates 
fur national defense and farm fertili- 
zers. By dividing che property into 
its two component parts of power and 
nitrate plants it would be possible 
to dispose of the power, reserving the 
right to any concern that wished to 
inake nitrates to use any power that 
might be needed for that purpose. 
Such a disposition of the power plant 
can be made that will return in rental 
about. $2,000,000 per year. 

“If the congress would gpant the 
secretary of war authority to lease 
the nitrate plant on such terms as 
would insure the largest production of 
ritrates, the entire property cou.4 
begin to function. Such a division, 
I am aware, has never seémed to av- 
peal to the congress. I should also 
gladly approve a bill granting author- 
sty to lease the entire property for 
the production of nitrates. 

“I wish to avoid building another 
dam at public expense. Future opera- 
tors should provide for that them- 
selves. But if they were to be re- 
quired to repay the cost of such dam | 
‘with the prevailing commercial rates 
for interest, this difficulty will be 
siderably lessened. Nor do I think 
this property should be made a vehicle 
for putting the United States govern. 
ment indiscriminately into the private 
and retail field of power distribution 
and nitrate sales.

Resources Must Be Developed, 
but None Should Be Wasted.

WAGE EARNER. 


“In its economic life our country 
has rejected the long accepted law of 
a limitation of the wage fund which 
led to pessimism and despair because 
it was the doctrine of perpetual pov- 
erty, and has substituted for it the 
American conception that the only 
limit to profits and wages is produc- 
tion, which is the doctrine of optimism 
and hope because it leads to prosper- 
ity. Here and there the councils of 
labor are still darkened by the theory 
that only by Umiting individual pro- 
duction can there be any “assurance 
of permanent employment for increas- 
ing numbers, but in general manage- 
ment and wage earner alike have be- 
come emancipated from this doom and 
have entered a new era in industria) 
thought which has unleashed the pro- 
ductive capacity of the individual 
worker with an increasing scale of 
wages and profits, the end of which is 
not yet. The application of this theory 
accounts for our widening distribution 
of wealth. No discovery ever did 
more to increase the happiness and 
prosperity of the people. 

Since 1922 increasing production has 
necreased wages in general 12.9 per 
cent, while In certain selected trades 
they have run as high ae 34.9 per cent 
and 38 per cent. Even in the boot 
and shoe shops the increase is over 5 
per cent and in woolen mills 3.4 per 
cent, although these industries have 
not prospered like others. As the rise 
in living costs in this period is neg- 
ligible, these figures represent real 
wage increases. pis 

“The cause of constructive economy 
| requires that the government should 
‘cojperate with private interests to 
eliminate the waste arising from in- 
dustrial accidents. This item; with all 
that has been done to reduce it, still 
reaches enormous proportions with 
great suffering to the workman and 
great loss to the country. ia

EDUCATION. 


Federal Bureaus Have Rendered 
Valuable Service to Schools. 


Through the bureau of education of 
the department of the interior the fed- 
eral government, acting in an informa: 
tive and advisory capacity, has ren- 
dered valuable service. While this 
province belongs peculiarly to the 
states, yet the promotion of education 
and efficiency in educational methods 
is & general responsibility of the fed- 
eral government. A survey of Negro 
coHeges and universities in the United 
States has just been completed by the 
bureau of education through funds 


selves and through private sources. 
The present status of Negro higher 
education was determined and recom- 
mendations were made for its advance- 
ment. This was one of the numerous 
codperative undertakings of the bu- 
reau. Following the invitation of the 
Association of Land Grant Colleges 
and Universities, the bureau of edv- 
cation now has under way the survey 
of agricultural colleges, authorized by 
congress. The purpose of the survey 
is to ascertain the accomplishments. 
the status, and the. future objectives 
of this type of educationa] training.

The returns from the last presiden- 
tial election disclosed an astonishing 
inequality among the wards of Chi- 
cago in voting strength. The city 
was redistricted less than ten years 
ago and at that time the wards were 
roughly equal in population. Today, 
as the returns showed, there are some 
wards four times as populous as 
others. 

The movement of population has 
followed a definite trend from «the 
less desirable -to the more desirable 
districts. The lake front and the 
other pleasant residential wards to- 
ward the city’s perimeter are filling 
up with great rapidity. 

Shows Results of Restriction. 

The returns showed that the grim, 
poverty stricken neighborhoods in 
which immigrant population is domi- 
nant are barely holding their own 
and some of them are actually losing 
strength. Those are the districts 
which a generation ago presented 
what appeared to be a serious slum 
problem to Chicago. That problem 
is fast diminishing in its importance 
and in its menace; the disease resulted 
from unlimited immigration and it is 
yielding to the treatment known as 
immigration restriction. 

Other factors have, of course, en- 
tered into the cure. Higher wages—in 
large part, also, a result of immigra- 
tion restriction—have created im- 
proved standards of living. Educa- 
tional advancement has made for 
higher standards of living. The pros- 
perity of industry and commerce in 
Chicago has made possible higher 
wageés and salaries. 

Recent studies by the CuH1caco TRIB- 
UNE Business Survey present the 
change from another viewpoint. In 
1910, eighteen years ago, only 30 per 
cent of the families in Chicago lived in 
quarters for which the rent was more 
than $25 a month. Of them, only 6 
cent lived in quarters which rented fol 
more than $50 a month.

Although the price the 
railways would pay for the property 
of that express company under their 
contract would average less than $110 
a share, the stock sells above $140. 
Asked whether other factors besides 
the property itself were involved in 
the negotiations, Mr. Storey disclosed 
that the charter of the company was 
for sale. 

Mr. Storey then added the charter 
could be used as the basis of a truck- 
ing business and he admitted it could 
possibly be used for a container car 
business. 


Has Monopoly on Business. 

The American Railway Express com- 
pany was chartered in Delaware in 
1918 at the instigation of the railroad 
administration. It merged the, rail- 
road services of the Adams, American 
Express and other express companies 
at a time when they were in strait- 
ened circumstances. Under the trans- 
portation act of 1920 the interstate) 
commerce commission authorized the 
company to continue in business.

The company was incorporated in 
1904 and has plants at Galesburg and 
in Newcastle, Ind. It manufactures 
sheet steel for discs, soft center steel 
for plow sections, coulters, shovel steel 
disc blades for agricultural machinery, 
and automobile clutch discs. Several 
years ago the company developed as a 
result of considerable experimentation 
a new process of heating products by 
electricity which provides the harden- 
ing treatment for steel.
